To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Haslemere  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1946. 

Health  in  the  District  has  been  exceedingly  good,  with  the 
birth-rate  high,  and  the  death-rate  considerably  lower  than  the 
previous  year.  There  have  been  no  epidemics,  and  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  has  been  lower  than  for  some  years.  Diphtheria 
immunisation  has  made  good  progress,  and  there  were  no  deaths 
from  diphtheria. 

The  need  for  housing  accommodation  has  been  in  no  way 
lessened,  the  demands  more  than  keeping  pace  with  the  supply  of 
new  houses  and  requisitioned  properties.  Old  people  have  been 
particularly  hard  hit,  and  the  provision  of  small  houses  for  the 
aged  is  no  less  urgent  than  the  need  for  accommodation  for  families 
with  young  children.  The  lack  of  hospital  accommodation  and  the 
impossibility  of  securing  hospital  treatment  for  the  aged  infirm 
adds  to  their  difficulties. 

Once  again  I am  glad  to  record  my  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year. 
Similarly,  I should  like  to  put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
services  of  the  staff,  who  have  not  spared  themselves  under  the 

continuing  difficult  conditions.

Ambulance  Service. — The  Ambulance  Service  has  worked 
most  efficiently  during  the  year,  and  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Hunter, 
the  Voluntary  Ambulance  Officer,  for  maintaining  an  excellent 
service.  During  1946,  817  cases  were  conveyed,  covering  a mileage 

of  15,457. 

There  are  now  two  very  good  ambulances  in  use,  whilst  the  old 
vehicle  has  been  retained  as  an  emergency  stand-by  and  for  the 
conveyance  of  sitting-cases. 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Hambledon  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  service  to  be  extended  for  the  Churt  and 
part  of  Chiddingfold  Parishes,  which  are  more  easily  served  from 
Haslemere. 

The  Medical  Transport  Service  has  continued,  and  the  following 
figures  give  details  of  the  work  of  the  Service  during  the  year  :

Quedley  Sick  Bay,  Haslemere,  continued  in  operation 
throughout  the  year,  although  the  number  of  patients  admitted 
was  small.  There  are  many  children  from  overcrowded  families 
who  would  benefit  from  admission,  but  who  are  debarred  by  the 
necessity  of  paying  full  maintenance  costs.  Quedley  must  be 
regarded  as  a safeguard  primarily  for  the  Residential  Nurseries  in 
the  area. 

Kilmory  Sick  Bay,  Cranleigh,  was  closed  in  May  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  Council  maintains  a mortuary  at  Sicklemill.  The  number 
of  bodies  received  during  1946  was  14. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Samples  of  the  Public  Water  Supplies  are  taken  regularly  for 
analysis,  and  have  been  consistently  satisfactory.  Copies  of  analyses 
made  by  the  Wev  Valley  Water  Company  are  also  received,  and 
this  courtesy  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Analyses  of  the  raw  water  of  the  Council’s  supply  have  been 
satisfactory,  and  the  chlorinating  plant  has  given  no  anxiety. 
Installation  of  the  lime-treatment  plant  had  not  been  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Shottermill  have  been  well 
maintained,  and  functioned  satisfactorily  despite  difficulties  created 
by  overloading.  The  effluent  has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory 
standard. 

Jhe  small  works  at  Grayswood  and  at  Eight  Acres  have  given 
»o  serious  trouble. 

Drainage  conditions  at  Hindhead  remain,  as  in  past  years,  very 
unsatisfactory,  and  give  constant  anxiety.  Agreement  was  reached 
with  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council  for  a combined  scheme 
to  drain  Hindhead,  Churt,  Frensham,  Tilford  and  Elstead,  with  a 
disposal  works  situated  in  the  latter  parish.  It  is  hoped  this  m^y  be 
proceeded  with  at  an  early  date. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  satisfactorily. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  cases  of  serious  pollution  have  been  reported.  The  stream 
by  the  Sewage  Works  is  kept  under  close  observation  and  no  cause 
for  dissatisfaction  has  been  found. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  service  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  and,  despite 
continuing  labour  difficulties,  the  refuse  tip  has  been  reasonably 
well  kept,  and  has  given  no  cause  for  complaint. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Twenty-one  observations  were  made  for  smoke  nuisances  during 
the  year'.  A nuisance  was  found  to  exist  in  one  case,  and  was  dealt 
with  by  the  issue  of  an  informal  notice. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  came  to  our  notice  during  1946. 
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HOUSING 


Progress — though  slow — has  been  made  with  the  housing 
programme.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Woolmer  Hill  site  contained 
70  occupied  bungalows  and  the  other  30  were  nearing  completion  ; 
they  make  an  exceedingly  pleasant  and  attractive  “bungalow 
town." 

The  conversion  of  large  houses  into  fiats  has  enabled  70  families 
to  be  given  accommodation,  and  has  done  something  to  relieve  the 
extreme  urgency.  There  are,  however,  many  cases  where  housing 
is  most  unsatisfactory,  and  such  cases  are  increasing  more  rapidly 
than  the  provision  of  new  accommodation.

DYSENTERY. 

Only  four  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  but  this  figure  does 
not  represent  the  total  number  of  cases  occurring.  Dysentery  of  the 
Sonne  type  recurs  every  year  and  affects  considerable  numbers. 
It  is,  however,  of  such  a mild  nature,  as  a rule,  that  few  cases  are 
notified  and  many  no  doubt  recover  without  consulting  a doctor. 

SMALLPOX  and  TYPHUS  FEVER. 

Seventeen  visits  were  paid  to  persons  arriving  in  this  country 
after  having  been  in  smallpox-infected  areas  abroad,  and  four  visits 
to  typhus  fever  contacts  from  the  Continent. 
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MEASLES. 

There  were  62  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  only  two  of  which 
required  admission  to  hospital. 

WHOOPING-COUGH. 

All  the  25  cases  notified  were  of  a mild  type. 

SCHOOL  ABSENTEES. 

Table  V shows  the  numbers  of  children  absent  from  school 
suffering,  or  suspected  to  be  suffering,  from  any  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  including  contacts  with  cases  of  infectious 

disease. 

Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse. 

The  Visiting  Nurse,  to  whose  appointment  I referred  in  my  last 
Report,  commenced  duties  in  May,  and  has  proved  of  the  greatest 
value.  Her  duties  have  included  the  treatment  of  scabies  cases  in 
the  home,  the  investigation  of  infectious  disease — including  tuber- 
culosis— and  home  visiting  of  children  where  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  has  not  been  accepted  or  has  been  refused. 

Her  work  has  brought  the  Health  Department  into  very  much 
closer  contact  with  the  homes,  and  a great  many  unsatisfactory 
conditions  have  been  discovered  and  dealt  with  as  a result. 

Scabies  has  continued  to  be  troublesome.  By  treating  cases  at 
home  it  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  families  rather  than  individuals, 
and  it  is  frequently  found  that  when  one  case  is  notified  others  do 
exist  in  the  same  family  which  would  be  missed  but  for  the  home 
visit.  Following  are  particulars  of  the  scabies  cases  in  the  District 
treated  during  1946  :

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Some  homes  visited  have  been  of  patients  returned  from 
hospital  after  treatment.  There  is,  of  course,  great  pressure  on 
hospital  beds,  and  it  is  unavoidable  that  patients  be  sent  home  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  often  to  conditions  that  are  entirely 
unsuitable.  It  appears  that  when  and  where  possible  there  should 
be  some  enquiries  made  about  home  conditions  before  discharge, 
and  this,  of  course,  can  be  done  by  collaboration  with  the  Health 
Department. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  figures  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  have  improved  considerably  this  year,  and  the 
scheme  of  treatment  has  been  revised.  Treatment  is  now  offered 
from  the  age  of  six  months,  the  initial  dose  being  0.5  c.c.  of  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxoid,  the  second  dose  (0.2  c.c.)  being  given  about 
three  months  later. 


Further  progress  has  been  made  also  with  the  re-immunisation 
of  children,  although  there  is  still  too  great  a tendency — owing,  no 
doubt,  to  mistaken  early  propaganda — for  parents  to  believe  that 
one  treatment  will  suffice  for  life.  An  endeavour  is  made  to  give  all 
children  one  boosting  dose  of  A.P.T.  when  they  first  attend  school, 
and  a further  treatment  about  the  age  of  10.

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COMPLAINTS. 

During  the  year  38  complaints  were  received.  Twenty-three 
visits  were  made  in  the  investigation  thereof  and  the  necessary 
action  taken. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  administer  under  the  above  Act, 
having  a staff  of  operators  possessing  all  modern  equipment  to  deal 
with  large  and  small  infestations.  Contracts  are  entered  into  between 
occupiers  and  the  Rodent  Section  of  the  Surre}^  County  Council, 
poisons  are  supplied  at  cost  and  work  is  carried  out  at  cost  on 
request. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  throughout,  the  District 
and  during  the  year  visits  following  complaints  covering  all  types 
of  premises  numbered  56,  evidence  of  infestation  being  found  in 
28  cases. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  now  6 bakehouses  in  the  District  and  34  visits  of 
inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises  were  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

SHOPS. 

The  Sanitarv  Inspector  made  55  inspections  under  the  Shops 

Act,  1934. 

Under  this  Act  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for 
ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and  sanitary 
convenience,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other  accommodation, 
hours  of  employement,  etc. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928. 

As  Petroleum  Officer  I submit  the  following  report  : 

There  are  32  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit.  From  14  of  these  petrol  is  sold,  while  at  the  other  18  premises 
petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  No  licences  were  issued  for  the 
storage  of  carbide  of  calcium.  Forty-one  visits  were  made  in  all.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  9 cowkeepers  and  9 milk 
retailers  in  the  District,  whilst  19  retailers  from  outside  sell  milk 
within  the  District.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS. 

While  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  war-time  control  of 
slaughtering  has  emphasized  that  some  system  of  centralized 
slaughtering  is  essential,  I am  of  opinion  that  the  control  of  slaughter- 
ing establishments  should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority 
and  that  the  Government  should  declare  its  policy  in  this  matter 
as  soon  as  possible.
